improved fighting conditions, the weather changed suddenly during | 
the night, and a heavy rain has fallen almost without a break since 
a very early hour this morning.

He learned from a_ reliable 
source In Toronto that the Canadiar 
Wool commission intend approaching 
the government with a view tc 
having an embargo placed on certain 
grades of Canadian wool, The Cana- 
dian Wool commission consists of sis 
members, and these are amongst the 
largest textile manufacturers in the 
Dominion of Canada, as follows: 1 
Bonner, general manager of the Pen- 
man Co, of Paris, Ont; H. B, Hayes, 
general manager of the Toronto Car- 
pet_ Manufacturing Co; Geo. Pattison, 
of Preston, Ont; Geo, Forbes, of Hes- 
peler, Ont; C. W. Bates, of Carleton 
«sace, and James Rosamont, of Al- 
monte, Ont. 
At Their Own Price 

The commission is asking for this 
embargo so that the Canadian woo! 
growers would be forced to ty their 
wool to them at prices fixed by them- 
selves. While in Boston, Mr. Stark 
interviewed some of the larger woo 
houses, and found that an embarge 
on Canadian wool would mean a re 
duction of at least 20c per pound te 
the sheep owners in Canada, 

In Toronto and Ottawa he learned 
through representations made by the 
Canadian Wool commission to the Do 
minion government, hat they had 
!been able to secure 300,000 pounds 
of wool from Australia and New Zea- 
land; this wool cost 15 pence, practi- 
cally 80c, in Australia, and was laid 
down in Canada at practically one-halt 
the price which the Canadian woo! 
|grower obtained in the open market 
lor instance, the top price obtained 
| by the Edmonton association this year 
was 65c per pound for certain of the 
grades The Eastern manufacturers 
have also planned to buy in the South 
American market.

MILITIA OFFICERS 
MUST REPORT FOR 
DUTY UNDER ACT 


Official States They Aré Required 
to Observe Law Same as 
Civilians

But now that the 
native brush is being cleared off, the 
settlers of the Edmonton district, are 
frequently turning their attention to 
the planting of shelter belts around 
their farm buildings. With the satis- 
factory supply of moisture found here, 
there is little or no difficulty found in 
growing these trees, 


Another Plantation Started, 
The forestry department have on 
their farm at Indian Head a planta- 


tion of 480 acres devoted to the culti- 
vation of trees and demonstration 
plots. Owing to the increase of appli- 
cations in recent years, and to supply 
the demands of a large area, another 
plantation of 320 acres has been start- 
ed at Sutherland, Saskatchewan, and 
sown with seed that will in due time 
produce a crop of trees, These tree 
plantations are u. der the supervision 
of Norman Ross, chief of the Tree 
Planting division of the Forestry De- 
partment, with headquarteys at Indian 
Head. To him all applications for 
trees she i be made 

The trees are supplied for planting 
the farms only, and must not be 
planted in towns or cities. Those 
wishing to plant trees in 1919 must 
have their applications in before 
March, 1918. The ground on which 
the trees are be planted must be 
summer-fallowed the year previous to 
planting, and a satisfactory report is 
received by the departinent from their 
own inspector before the tr os are sent 
out.

LORD NORTHCLIFFE DOING BIG WORK IN U.S. 


Is Head of World’s Greatest Pur- 
chasing Agency, Spending 
Fifteen Hundred Million 
Dollars a Year

It is therefure 
plain that the motive behing wo d 
Northecliffe’s consent to become head 
of the British War mission was an 
urgent motive. And the same is clear 
also of many of those who are assist- 
ing him. Sir Hardman Lever, wor 
Thomas Royden, Sir Frederick Blacx, 
Sir Stevenson Kent, Sir Charles Gox- 
don have given up their usual act.vi- 
ties for the period of the war and are 
working hard in New York or Wasn- 
ington. What does it all me.n? 
At Headquarters 

Come with me tu wue second or 0 
a vast office on Broadway. Here is a 
whole range of big rooms taking up 
ten thousand feet of floor space at a 
rental of- $22,500 a year. These rovums 
are filled with busy workers. They 
are fitted with the iates o 
ances. You woud say they were the 
offices of some great industrial cor- 


poration. 
So they are. The British Empire 
is at present the greatest industrial 


corporation in the world, though the 
United States will soon rival, and very 
likely pass it, when the war industries 
of this country are in full swing. All 
these people on the second floor of 
that vast Broadway office building 
@re working out the transportation 
of enormous shipments of all kinds of 
freight from American ports to Great 
Britain. 

Other branches of the mission, and 
there are 4 great many of them, are 
buying all that this sain 
ment sends across the ocean. Buying 
munitions of war, which means shel s 
guns, rifles, cartridges, explosives, at 
the rate of three million dollars a 
day, twenty-one million dollars a 
week, over @ billion dollars a year. 
Buying grain, buying cotton, buy'ng 
oll, buying mules and horses, buying 
hogs. Lord Northcliffe and his as- 
sistants are first, last and a'l the time 
spenders of money. Their work has 
other important sides to it, but th's ts 
a@ very large part of it. They form 
the biggest’ buying agency in the 
United States and in the world today. 

If all the branches of the min<'on, 
with all those who are employed in 
its operations. were housed torether 
in one buildng, it would have to be a 
bailding on the scale of the Equitable 
or the Woolworth. Lord Northcliffe 
himaelf estimates ther eer 
thousand. They are scattered ail over 
the American continent. Their pur- 
chases put money into the pockets of 
millions of producers. Hundreds of 
factories are kept busy and prosper- 
ous making munitions. Farmers are 
geting good prices for their wheat 
and oats, their horses and their hoes. 
The southern planters find a brisk 
and profitable market for all the cot- 
ton they can supply. The oilfields and

the refineries get their share of the 
stream of gold which pours forth 
continually from the mission offices. 

Sin the war began five billions of 

Since the war vegan five billions of 
States by Great Britain on special 
war purchases. You can guess what 
k.nd of an organization is needed for 
doing business on this scale. 

You can ugderstand that transac- 
tions of so huge a character require 
the supervision of the abiest men 
that Britain can spare in thig crisis 
of her history. For some long time 
ine business was in considerable part 
most capably done through Messrs. 
Morgan under the gifted supervision 
of Edward Stettinius. Soon after the 
United States entered the war it be- 
came necessary to send a special mis- 
sion to co-ordinate all that was being 
done. It ig impossible to order ma- 
terial in such enormous quantities by 
cable. At the head of every different 
branch of this great purchasing 
agency there needs to be & man of 
experience and ability. Fortunately 
for all parties men of this stamp have 
put themselves promptly and willing- 
ly at the disposal of the country. 

Men 


Distinguished 

Lord Northcliffe’s heads of depart- 
ments, and some even of the assistants 
who are working under these heads, 
are all of them distinguished in their 
own lines. Sir Thomas Royden, for 
instance, who is at the head of the 
shipping branch, is one of the leading 
men in the Cunard company. T. Ash- 
ley Sparks is among the most capable 
of the younger men in that great or- 
ganization. Captain Guthrie, in charge 
of the head office of the transport de- 
partment in New York, has been con- 
nected with the shipping business for 
many years, and is also, by the way, 
an officer in the Guards, with whom 
he saw active service in France until 
he was seriously wounded. 

Mr. Japp, who looks after the pro- 
duction of shells and suchlike, and 
makes very big contracts every week, 
such as the one recently signed for 
$49.000,000 worth of powder, was the 
Scottish engineer in charge of the 
making of the East River tunneis for 
the British firm of Pearson. For some 
time he was second in command on 
the big job of building and~running 
the immense munitions factory at 
Gretna Green, on the border between 
Engilend and Scotland. This factory 
is nine miles long by three miles wide 
Gretna Green used to be famous as 
the place whither runaway ccuples 
went to get married according to the 
very simple Scottish rite. Hencefor- 
ward it will be still better known as 


the site of one of the most wonderful 
efforts that Britain made during the 
great war.

Sir Charles Gordon is one of Can- 
ada’s foremost business men, a vice- 
president of the Bank of Montreal. 
Andrew Caird, another Scotsman and 
& sc..0olfel ow, by the way, of Mr. 
Japp, holds in London an important 
position on the boards of the Associ- 
ated Newspapers company and of 
Lord Northcliffe’s vast enterprise in 
Newfoundland. Lieut.-Col. Campbell 
Stuart, military secretary of the mis. 
sion, is of the greatest assistance and 
exceedingly popular with everybody. 
An assistant military attache at 
Washington he is a link between the 
mision and the embassy, and as an 
officer of the Canadian army who 
raised a regiment himself and took it 
to the other side, he has experience 
and special know‘edge which are of 
exceptional value. The Hon. Robert 
Brand, who comes of one of England's 
oldest families and is a brother of the 
present Lord Hampden, has made his 
mark in moré than one field of activ- 
ity. He displays a rare combination 
of financial and literary ability. He 
is a partner in the great Paris firm of 
Lazard Brothers and a leading con- 
tributor to the periodical which many 
consider the best thing of its kind be- 
ing produced today, the Round Table. 
Sir Stephenson Kent, who is here on 
a temporary visit, is high among the 
coal producers of England. And so 
on all through the list. 

I was in one of the branch offices 
of the mission a few days ago and 
saw a face I knew. It was the face of 
@ man who is a partner in a firm 
which does business in a very large 
Way in the Straits Settlements. He 
gave up his private affairs when war 
broke out and offered to serve his 
country in any way. He was too old 
for soidiering, so his abilities were 
used in other directions. There he 
is. occupying a position which is valu- 
able aid, quite content to be “doing 
his bit.” 

When I heard that the cost of all 
office and management expenses for 
one of the biggest departments of thee 
missions was very small, I aeked how 
it could be done so cheaply. “ft could- 
n't be done If we were working on an 
ordinary business basis,” I was told. 
“jf we had to pay the men who are 
doing the work the salaries they could 
earn under ordinary conditions, our 
expenses would be very heavy instesad 
of very light. But, you see, they are 
doing it for nothing in ~-«-- 
and in others for a merely nomina! 


‘Yemuneration.” Lord Northcliffe ts, 
of course, among those whose services 
@re given for nothing. 

Brita.n’s Best 

Britain has sent the oest men ene 
cou.d find to the United States on this 
PurCuds.ng ertand vecause it is clear 
tuat at the present moment there is 
he more important work than this to 
be done. Upon the sipments from 
tue United states depends in consid- 
erable measure the issue of the war. 
A short time ago there came a “hurry 
cau’ for ol that was needed urgentiy 
in the United Kingdom for: war pur- 
poses. At once the mission head- 
quarters got busy. The most promin- 
ent oil men in the country were asked 
for their assistance which they gave 
generously and with the most valu- 
aple euect. “We ewim in oi,” Lord 
Northe iffe said humorously, “we 
breathed oil. ‘The whole place seem- 
ed to reek of it.” ‘ithe result was 4 
Steady shipment of oil across the At- 
lant.c, and “for this reiief much 
thanks” came on the wings of the 
cable in return. 

I met one of the men who had been 
up to sis neck in oll at a dinner-table 
ene evening. This was William Boyd, 
oi tue former shipping firm of Houl- 
der, Weir & Boyd «of which another 
partner, Sir William Weir, is a mem- 
ber of the British air board). Beside 
him sat &@ man who I found could 
speak Russian like a Muscovite T. 
S.evwright Catto, Scotch like Wm. 
Boyd, and a shipowner as wel; he 
lovags after the shipments that are 
be.ng made to Russian ports for the 
benent of the Russian army. With 
them were several other mission rep- 
resentatives. One had been buying 
and shipping hay. Another was a 
purchaser of horses and mules. A 
third was engaged in the shipbuilding 
industry. ‘Ihere was a man at the 
tapie who buys wheat to keep the 
armies in France and Flanders from 
suffering pangs of hunger or having 
to live chiefly on potatoes. There was 
a bacon expert whose duty it is to sce 
that the evldiers in the trenches on 
the other side have their regular 
rasher for breakfast, and a cheese 
buyer who keeps these same soidiers 
supplied with one of their favorite 
meais, bread and cheese. There was 
an authority on sugar who had been 
entrusted with the task of purchas- 
ing as much as he could of thai pleas- 
ant and necessary commodity. 

Army of Inspectors 

Then, apart. from the purchasers, 
the British war mission has an army 
ef inspectors under the control of a 
very able Indian officer, Col. Kenyon. 
Their auty it is to make sure that the 
purchases are “up to sampe.” The 
inspectors are some of them army 
officers, some are civilian engineers. 
They not only look carefully over fin- 
ished products, they also assist manu- 
facturers with their expert advice. It 
speaks well for the good sense and 
modesty of those who direct Ameri- 
can industries that such advice is at- 
tentively listened to and usually fol- 
lowed. The manufacture of munitiens 
is a new line for many of the firms 
now engaged in it. They have much 
to learn, and they prove their effici- 
ency by being wiling and eager to 
profit by the counsel of those who 
have made it their special study. 

Another British military officer of 
exceptional ability who has been sent 
to the United States is General W. A. 
White, head of the recruiting branch. 
This organization has dore valuable 
work, largely by reason of the gen- 
eral’s energy and engaging person- 
ality. Many people imagine that the 
Pr tish War mission occupies itself not 
only in recruiting but also in propa- 
ganda work. This is a mistake. There 

«is no British “boosting” department 
in the United States, though Geoffrey 
Buter, one of the leading tutors in 
Cambridge» university, has been in the 
country for some time directing such 
agencies as the British war films, 
which he has managed with con- 
spicious ability. In western cities 
these films were made the occasion of 
very strik'ng and unusual demonstra- 
tions of approval and sympathy.

Books by Winston Churchill, the 
American, are by way of being mile- 
stones in the literary history of these 
times. His “Inside the Cup,” which 
hod for its theme the dissatisfaction of 
earnest souls with formal religion 
the rebellion against the commercial- 
ized church, turned many agra 
opinions topsy turvey. Whether “The 
Dwelling Piace of Light,” which has

its treatment of the new problem of 


toms and beliefs, breaking up in the 
crucible of that unrest and a 
country in the process of formation, 
is vividly portrayed. 

The place of the story is in and near 
a New England manufacturing city, 
and its most prominent character, the 
one in whom the author seems to per- 
sonify his theme of a changing Amer- 
ica, is Janet Bumpus, the descendant 
of many generations of New England- 
ers whose long line of upright, cap- 
able, and energetic families has gone 
to seed in her father. He is a hollow 
shell, a sort of simulacrum of his an- 
cestors, still wearing the facial mask 
of dignity and refinement, but lack- 
ang will, purpose, energy, ambition. 
As gatekeeper to the huge Chippering 
Milis he erawis through his daily rou- 
line, his chief interest in life afforded 
by his incessant study of the pedigree 
ef the Bumpus family and common- 
piace, futile correspondenc~- sith oth- 
er Bumpuses whom he has never seen. 
His wife, Hannah, submerged in the 
daily tasks of housekeeping in their 
eely. threadbare flat, is a joyless, sub- 
acrid person, who accepts w.thout 
ecmplaint the dun, ceaseless tread- 
mill of her life. 

But tragedy is born into the very 
souls of their two daughters, in whom 
flames personified the spirit of twen- 
tieth century revolt, of groping for re- 
adjustment, of claimorous demand 
for life. In Lise, the younger one, 
who is a “saleslady” in a department 
store, the revolt is wholly materia). 
She wants the cushions and the roses 
and the perfumes ef life. In her has 
survived none of the old New Engiand 
moral austerities, none of its ability 
to live by and fer the spirjt. But 
Janet, the sider one, who is a steno- 
grapher in the Chippering Mills, is 
offended by her sister's coarser fibre 
and sordid soul.

MILITARISM 
(By Kar! Liebknécht) 


This book by the famous soctalist 
leader in Germany that was sup- 
pressed by the German cavermment 
and for which Herr Liebknecht was 
punished, was written wholly bef re 
the war, and ajl the illustrative ma- 
terial in it and all the references ad- 
@uced as evidence are of conditions 
and affairs as they were previous to 
1914. The book, therefore, is chiefly 
of historical interest, since the world 
war is so changing world ideas and 
has already sent so irrevocab'y to the 
scrap heap many widely held convic- 
tiens and purposes that the world af- 
ter the war will need to bring about 
entirely new adjustments But the 
book is interesting and timely for the 
light it throws on the pre-war Ger- 
many and for the illumination it 
makes of the character of Kar! Lieb- 
knecht. 

The book had its beginning in a lec- 
ture delivered by Herr ‘Wiehknecht 
eleven years ago on “Militarism” at 
2 conference of young men in Ger- 
many. He revised the lecture and 
Published it in book form and after- 
ward made it the basis of this pres- 
ent volume. A few months later the 
book was confiscated and the author 
arrested and charged with treason. 
In October, 1907, Herr Liebknecht 
was found guilty and sentenced to a 
year and a half in prison, the imperia! 

rt declaring that he aimed at the 
abolition of the standing army and 
that this army was an integra! part 
of the nation’s constitution. So im- 
portant was the case considered that 
the kaiser was kept constantly in 
touch with the progress of the trial 
by a special wire 

In his address to the judges Lieb- 
knecht declared the aim of his life 
to be “the overthrow of monarchy as 
well as the emancipation of the ex- 
ploited wor’ ing class from political 
and economic bondage.” As an an- 
swer to his sentence the working peo- 
ple of Berliin elected him, while he 
was still in prison, to represent them 
in the Prussian landtag. There, in 
the common council and in the reich- 
stag he has continued to fight the 
Principles and purposes of the mili- 
taristic system of Germany, while in 
the reichstag his vo'ce was heard in 
favor of a German republic. On the 
» breaking out of the war he told his 
followers in the councils of the Soc- 
ialist party that Germany was not en- 
tering upon a war of defense, that it 
was an imperialist war for domina- 
tion of the world markets, that it 
would tend to destroy the growing fh- 
bor movement, and that it was their 
plain duty to vote against the war 
budget. But other opinions prevailed, 
and the entire Social Democratic de- 
kegation voted for the budget But

Wide Range of Subjects Treated 


Churchill makes one of his characters 
say, that her father had been the 
means of passing on to her the New 
England inheritance which had mias- 
ed him. Except in her intellectual 
curiosity and eagerness, Janet is not 
a New Englander. She would have 
been as exotic a creature in the New 
England of a hundred or two hundred 
years ago as in the environment in 
which she appears. 

Opposite her stands Claude Ditmar, 
successful business man, a wonderful- 
ly realistic figure, true in every line, 
bold, aggressive, and vital, as alive as 
if he had been transferred bodily to 
the pages of the nove!. Many of the 
minor characters are presented, if 
more briefly, with an equally skillful 
and life-giving touch, 

Mr. Churchill has been concerned 
less with telling a story than with pic- 
turing the life of a New England mill 
town filled with men, women and ehil- 
dren of a dozen races of Europe and 
Asia. His pton is a melting pot 
in which the metals have not fused. 
But they boll up and over when the 
great strike takes place and the jead- 
ers and organizers of the I. W. W. ap- 
pear among them. The many pages 
that deal with this strike are, both as 
story and as oounuet of industria? un- 
rest, particularly teresting, perhaps 
the best in the book. And, *tinally, 
one senses that apparently Mr. Churc- 
hill meant to suggest to the reader that 
“the way to the dwelling place of 
light” is by means of the kind of life 
of which Janet finally has experience, 
the kind for which she has the native 
affinity, where there is Plain, fine liv- 
ing, human sympathy, love for fellow- 
beings, the spirit of service. It isa 
pleasure to bear witness to the finer, 
truer taste with which Mr. Churchil! 
now writes.

Liebknecht voted against, it at the 
second session in December, and in 
the reichstag declared that the Ger- 
mans were the aggressors and that it 
Was an imperialistic war provoked by 
Germany and Austria. On May 1, 
1216, Liebknecht took part in a peace 
demonstration in Bertin and made ao 
anté-war adéress for which he was 
arrested, tried, and sentenced to four 
years penal servitude. He Wrote two 
letters to the milit: ry court whieh 
tried him which, the writer of the in- 
troduction says, show bim in @ true 
light. In these he said, in part: 


The cry of down witn the war is 
meant to give voice to the fac thet 
I theroughly condernn and oppose 
the present war because of > sho 
torical nature; he se of its gen- 
eral social causes; the particular 
wey in which it was brought about: 
the manner in which it is conduet- 
ed and the object for which it is 
fought. 


Herr Liebknecht's argument in his 
book is against all War, against any 
making and keeping of armies or any 
arming of nations, unless, possibly. 
the army should be one of thoroughly 
democratic origin and organization. 
Ahhough he refers mow and then to 
the military systems of other nations 
his point of view is that of the man in 
front of whose eyes has loomed large 
ly the German militaristic system. He 
is obsessed a'so, as are most Socia’ isis, 
with the conviction that an army, or 
any fighting force under the contro) 
of a government, wil! always be used 
to forward the interests of capital. 
One long section of the work is de- 
voted to “Capitalistic Militarism.” In 
another he studies “Meane and Effects 
of Militarism,” the point of view being 
a’w°ys that of a Sociahet in Cormany 
In the last section, on “Sore Cardinal 
Sins of Militariem,” he says, in con- 
clusion: 

As truly as the maintenance of 
intervat’onal peace isin the inter- 
est of the international proletar- 
iat and beyond that in the interest 
of the civilization of the whole 
of humanity, as trniy is the strne- 
ge agcinst militar’sm—that en'- 
tome of national hatreds thet 
sum and extract of all peece-d's- 
turbine tendencies of capitalism: 
in short, that serious danger of 
world war—a fight for civi'j- 
zation which the pro'etariat is 
prond to ware, which it must 
waee in its very own interest and 
which to ware no other c’ues as 
such (leaving out of account 
some well-intentioned enthusiasts 
who only prove toe rule) is even 
remotely so much interested in.

Sir Thomas Beecham’s recent as- 


sertion that one reason for the rising 
popularity of opera at the expense of 
orchestra concert@is the fact that the 
public knows the symphonic master- 
pieces backwards and is sick to death 
of them, has caused discussion in the 
Enek¥sh musical world. <A writer in 
Musical Opinion declares that for his 
part he has “no further interest in the 
most threadbare of the stock orches- 
tra pieces until they are brought up 
toto date by being played backwards 
or have been given a long, long, rest.” 

He thinks he is but one of many 
musicians whose interest in orches- 
tral concerts has been almost killed 
bv the insistence on a handful of 
classics and a batch of popular mod- 
ern works.

department. Wars are won by money 
quite as much as by fighting. Troops 
cannot fight unless they are fed we i, 
clothed well, and kept supplied with 
all the engines of destruction tnat are 
required in a campaign. Until tne 
United States decared war Britain 
was the banker of those allied nat.ons 
which could not entirely finance 
themeelves. Now it is the treasury 
at Washington which is advancing the 
money for the purchases which the 
Allies are making in this country. The 
United States is not lending any 
money for general purposes, but only 
paying for the munitions and food- 
stuffs bought here and “chalking up” 
the account, to be squared at the end 
of the war. 


Delicate Work Needed 

Complex and delicate negotiations 
are necessary in this connection, The 
men who undertake these must be 
skilled, not alone in high finance. but 
also in dip'omacy of the modern pat- 
tern, which substitute frankness for 
cunning nad plain dealing for tartuous 
endeavors to deceive. The Brit:sh 
emissaries have these qualifica- 
tions in marked degree. Sir Hard- 
man Lever, for example, is one of the 
most able and trusted officials from 
the British treasury. Basil Blackett 
is also from that department in Lon- 
don, Sir Charlies Gordon and Mr. 
Brand I have already mentioned. All 


j 
these co-operate with Sir Richard 
Crawford, of the British embassy in 
\acnngton. Of course in all that-it 
foes the British War mission works 
hand in hand with the embassy, and 
Viscount Keading, who has left the 
bench on which he sits as lord chief 
justice of Engand to come out en- 
trusted with a special financial task, 
will do the same. His duty is to 
Girect the whole of the financial Oper- 
ations, to co-ordinste the finances of 
Great Britain, the United States, Can- 
ada and the other allies. He is ac- 
companied by a British treasury offic- 
ial of high standing, Mr. Keynes, and 
by Col. Swinton, an officer of very 
varied talents, who has written most 
interesting and ingenious stories il- 
ustrating modern war, and who got 
most of the credit for the invention 
of the redoubtable “tanks.” 

These, then, are the chief directions 
in which the British War mission is 
employing its energies. It is toiling 
day and night to lay firm bases for 
the fina’ victory over the dark forces 
of Absolutism and Oppression. This 
final victory, the entry of the United 
States into the war has made cer- 
tain, but much remains to be done 
before it can be achieved. The British 
War mission is one of the agencies 
that are contributing vigorously to 
geting it done. And, incidentally, it 
is putting into the pockets of the 
people of America not far short of 
fifteen hundred millions of dollars a 
year.

Marmalades

Grapefruit Marmalade—Shred very 
fine four grapefruit and two lemons. 
To each pound of fruit allow three 
pints of water. Pour the water over 
the fruit and let stand overnight. In

the morning cook until extremely 
tender and then let stand twenty- 
four hours. Weigh and allow an 
equal amount of sugar to that of 
fruit Heat the sugar in an oven. 
Let the fruit cook to the boiling 
point, add the heated sugar and boil 
until the syrup thickens in cooling 
Amber Marmalade—One orange, 
one lemon, one grapefruit, five 


pounds of sugar and seven pints of 


cold water Wipe the fruit with a 
damp cloth Do not remove rind, 
but cut each in quarters and then 
cut each quarter through rind and 
pulp into thin slices, removing all 
seeds Let the prepared fruit stand 
in the water twenty-four hours. 
Cook five or six hours, or until the 
peel is very tender Let stand an- 
other twenty-four hours Add sugar 
and cook urftil it jellies when tested 
in a cold saucer. Turn into tumblers 
and seal 


Orange Marmalade — Wipe nine 


oranges and six lemons 
crosswise in as thin pieces as pos- 
sible, discarding seeds. Put in a 
porcelain lined preserving kettle, 
adding four quarts of cold water. 
Cover the kettle and let stand thir- 
ty-six hours. Boil for two hours, 
add eight pounds of sugar and boil 
for another hour.

Without Peel — 
Allow twice as many oranges as lem- 
ons. Pull the peel from fruit and 
cut crosswise in thin slices, removing 
seeds. Chop the peel separately and 
tie loosely in a cheesecloth bag. 
Weigh the peel and pulp together, 
and to each pound allow three pints 
of cold water. Cover the prepared 
fruit with the water and let stand 
over night. In the morning cook 
until the peel is tender. Let stand 
twenty-four hours, then take out the 
peel and gently press the liquid from 
it, adding the liquid to the pulp and 
water. Weigh and allow an equa! 
amount of sugar to that of the other 
material. Heat the fruit to the boil- 
ing point, add the sugar and boil un- 


til the liquid drops’ in beads from 
the spoon. Store ,in a cool, dark 
place.

MAKING TOUGH MEAT TENDER 

A teaspoonful of lemon juice or 
vinegar added to the water in which 
you are cooking a tough piece of meat 
will help greatly to make it tender.

A tough roundsteak that 
is allowed to stand in a mixture of 
two tablespoonfuls of vinegar for an 
hour before cooking will be found to 
be much more tender and improved in 
flavor. 


BEEFSTEAK WITH VEGETABLES 

Put a piece of steak in a baking tin, 
dredge it with flour, and season with 
pepper and salt. Almost cover with 
water and cook in the oven for 20 
minutes, then cover it with onions 
thinly sliced and cook another 20 
minutes. Next add a layer of toma- 
toes, sliced, and cook for ten minutes 
more. Take it from the oven, baste 


well, sprinkle grated cheese thickly 
over and return it

Some of the progressive women of 
Canada are suggesting that there is as 
great need of dress controller « of 
teod controller. One woman thinks 
that while most of Canada’s women 
have borne the burden of war magni- 
ficently, there are altoxether too many 
who have either lacked the courage to 
oppose fashion’s dictates or the moral 
stamina to resist the fascination of 
frills and frippery. It has already been 
demonstrated that women are becom- 
ing almost over enthusiastic on the 
subject of the conservation of food, in 
which they face the grave danger of 
overdoing the matter to the detriment 
oi their growing children, but the cut- 
ting down of her dress allowance does 
not seem to appeal to woman's patriot- 
ism as a war measure. : 

The Vancouver loca! Council of Wor 
men have taken up the matter of dress 
reform in very serious earnest, an@ 
Calgary and Edmonton ladies have 
spoken their minds freely, making 
practical suggestions, and many are 
not only talking but acting along these 
lines. 

The enslavement of women to the 
dictates of fickle fashion is preventing 
them from doing the best of which 
their womenhood is capable in these 
days of terrible need and distress. A 
large number of men engaged in de- 
signing and making milady's wardrobe 
could be set free for overseas duty if 
the demand for new and distinctive 
models were not made by the women. _ 
Brightness of dress is needed these 
@ark days, but simplicity goes hand in 
band with good taste. To wear 
soft silks and dainty linens at $5 to 
$10 a yard, and shoes $12 to $18 a pair 
while there are maimed babies in 
France and starving mothers and ba- 
bies in Belgium and destitution in 
other countries is not playing the 
game as our boys are playing it in the 
trenches. Conservation is largely wo- 
man’s work, whether of food or of 
clothing, and when they see the light 
every loyal woman of Canada will find 
ways and means to cut down the cost 
of dress, and by so doing strengthen 
our arms for victory.
